** Bul there be some that trouble you, and would perverl 
the Gospel of Christ,’ —Gal. 1. 7. 

‘+ If the doctrine of Universal Salvation is not of God, 
it must be from the enemy of souls; there can be no al- 
ternatire—There can be no neutrality. ‘*He that is 
not for me, is against me,” says the Saviour; and in the 
days of the prophet Elijah, Baal had his priests as well 
as the trne God; but no one could be a priest of both. 
And if we may believe St. Paul, since the promulgation 
of the gospel], Satan has had bis ministers as well as the 
Lord Jesus Christ. And it is certain, that the doctrine 
inaintained by Universalists, is so directly and fanda- 
mentally opposed to the doctrine tanght by our church, 
that we are under the necessity of showing that ‘hezrs 
js not of God, or, of acknowledging, that ours is trom 
beneath. 

Since I wrote the former discourse against the doc- 
trine maintained by the Universalists, | have had many | 
and serious reflections upon the pernicious tendency of 
their doctrines, and the extreme impropriety of their 
conduct in endeavoring to propagate them; especial]s

Do they not 
know, that the belief of future rewards and punish- 
ments has ever been one of the greatest restraints upon 
wicked men? Yea, so creat a restraint, that it is be- 
lieved impossible for Avil society to subsist without it ? 





Although the *“* wrath of God is revealed from heaven 
against all ungodliness and unrighteousness of men,” 
yet they will proclaim to this wicked world, that God | 
has determined never to punish them for their sins, | 
though they live and die in impenilence an) unbelief. 
And to complete the whole, will they, O my God, bring | 
thy holy word to sanction the pernicious doctrine —| 
Have they never read its denunciations, that ** God | 
will render unto every man according to his deeds—to; 


them that are conientious, and do not obey the truth, | 
tribulation and anguish?” that the end of the enemies of | 
the cross .of Christ shall be destruction? that * they 
shall have their part in the lake of fire and brimstone, 
which is the second death ?” that ** they shall be cast 
into hell, into the fire that never shail be quenched ?” 
that ** the smoke of their torment shall ascend up for 
ever and ever?” ‘*He that, being often reproved, 
hardeneth his neck, shall suddenly he destroyed, and 
that without remedy.’? To those who came short of 
the earthly Canaan through unbelief whose bodies fell 
in the wilderness, God ** sware in his wrath that they 
should never enter into his rest.” i. e. into the promis- 
ed land. Every body knows, that the earthly Canaan 
was a type of the heaven!y ; and in this -ense the apos- 
tle to the Hebrews consider it—** Let us fear therefore. 
(said be) lest a promise being left of entering into his!

rest, any of us should seem to come short of it through 
unbelief??? You see, that in the apostle’s view, the 
least appearance of coming short, through unbelief, was 
a suitable occasion of fear. But Universalists, though | 
they live in unbelief through all their lives, have no | 
such fear! Again, says the apostle, ‘* since it remain- | 
eth that some must enter therein, and they to whom it 
(or the gospel, as it is in the margin) was first preached, 
entered not in because of unbelief, Jet us labour to en- 
ter into that rest, (viz. the heavenly,) lest any man fall 
after the same example of unbelief.” From these words 


ewe learn, (if we believe the apostle) that some have 


come short of the heavenly rest, viz. the Jews to whom 
the gospel was first preached, and that we, (or whoso- 
ever read the apostle’s words) i/ in a state of unbelief, 
have great reason to fear lest we also come short of it ; 
since God hath sworn in his wrath that those who do 
come short of the heavenly Canaan shall suffer, not only 
a temporary exclusion, but shall never enter into his 
rest. But, say the Universalists, we acknowledge that 
all unbelievers, as such, will be excluded from heaven ; 
for after this life, there will be no such characters, but 
al] of the human race will be obedient subjects; and of 
couree will be blessed in the enjoyment of the perfect 
bliss of heaven. But, say the scriptures, ** though the 
number of the children of Israel be as the sand of the 
sea, a remnant shall be saved.” ‘+ Marvel not at this, 
for the hour is coming,’? says the Saviour, “in the 
which ail that are in their graves shall hear the voice of 
ihe Son of man, and come forth, they that have done 
good to the resurrection of life, and they that have done 
evil to the resurrection of damnation.” Is there no dif- 
ference between the resurrection of life and the resur- 
rection of damnation? Do they both mean one and 
the same thing? ** The heavens and the earth which 
are now are reserved unto fire against the day of judg- 
ment and perditiou of ungodly men.” How can this 
be, if none shall be ungodly? And if there be such, does 
perdition and salvation mean the same thing? ‘* Enter 
ye in at the strait gate, for wide is the gate, and broad 
is the way which leads to destruction, and many there 
be which go in thereat. Many will say unto me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name, 
and in thy name cast out devils, and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? and then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you, depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity ; and there shal] be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, when you shall see Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
in the kingdom of God, and you yourselves thrust out.” 
What reverence those have for the Son of God, or re- 
gard for his holy word, who directly in the face of these 
plain and solemn declarations of our Saviour, say, that 
none will be excluded from the kingdom of God—that 
there is no way which leads to destruction, or if there 
be, that none can go in thereat, let the reader judge.

ing the victim, that it may elade the slaughter. It ix 
but justice to Mr. Haight to acknowledge, that the 
flowers with which he has adorned the head of the vic- 
tim, withered beneath ils ownitouch! Instead of meet- 
ing a full-grown antagonist, hale with apparent truth, 
we encounter an emaciated form, perishing under the 
embraces of its friends, who have poisoned the creature 
of their affection, and left us little else than the trouble 
of appointing the moment of his exit, and consigning 
the wretch to his final home. 

Mr. Haight has candidly admitted a position, which 
will settle the question, and determine his pretension: 
to the truth. Hesays, “If the doctrine of Universal 
Salvation be not of God, it must ‘be from the enemy of 
souls. ‘There can be no alternative—there can be no 
neutrality. And it is certain, that the doctrine main- 
tained by the Universalists is so directly and funda- 
mentally opposed to the doctrine tanght by our church, 
that we are under the necessity, either of showing that 
theirs is not of God, or of acknowledging, that ours is 
from beneaih.*»> When Christ cast out devils, he was 
accused by the Jews, with casting out devils by the 
power of Beelzebub, the prince of devils: Christ repli- 
ed, ‘* A house divided against itself cannot stand.” 
We make the same reply! And if we can prove, that 
our doctrine is from God, Mr. H. on his own premisses, 
‘*mus! acknowledge, that his doctrine is from beneath;” 
from the devil! The devil will never divide his house, 
nor preach his own downfall! Here is a criterion from 
Christ, and Mr. H. musi abide its consequences! We 
say, that “*Christ tasted death for erery man—He is the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the sins of the world 
—that as the children are partakers of flesh and blood, 
he also himself likewise took part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy him that had the power 
of death, that is, ‘he devil, and deliver them, who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime subject to bondage 
—and when he had by himself purged our sins, sat 
cown on the right hand of the Majesty on high—that 
the heaven must receive (retain) him, until the times 
of restitution of all things which God (not the deril) 
hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy prophets since 
the world began,” Heb. i. ii. Actsiii.21. Weask Mr. 
H. and we press it home to his conscience, Do you be- 
lieve, and dare you say, that the devil ever testified of 
the “restitution of all things,” and that he spoke by 
**the mouth of all God’s holy prophets?’ Did the dev- 
il ever say that he should be destroyed, and mankind. 
even those who “‘were all their lifelime subject to bon- 
dage,” should be delivered 2 Did you, Mr. H., ever 
say this? Do you believe this?) Has not God said it? 
We are willing here to rest our cause, without adding 
another syllable ! 


We shall now examine Mr. H.'s arguments, and re- 
concile the passages he has quoted with those we have 
adduced, (for the scriptures are consistent) and the 
reader will see, that Mr. H. had no hopes of success, 
but the feeble expectation of producing contradictory 
passages, and taking his leave, while bis hearers (or 
readers) were busy inexamining them, 


Mr. H. in his second paragraph, consoles himself with* 
the reflection, that Universalism is so directly opposed 
to the scriptures, and “*tends to so much Jicentiousness,”” 
that it can injur® only those who have no real concern 
for their souls,’ &c. Now we suppose, that those who 
have little or no concern for their souls, will not, while 
this unconcerned humor remains, be benefitted or in- 


sified they may be, are but futile attempts at ornament-|jured by. any doctrine whatever! Mr. H., to prove 
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that Universalism leads to licentiousness, says, ‘‘The 
belief of future rewards and punishments has ever been 
one of the greatest restraints upon wicked men. Yea, 


so great a restraint, that it is believed impossible for | 


civil society to subsist without it.’ If Mr. H. wiil come 
to New-York, he will find a larger congregation than 
his own, who do not believe in a ‘‘fulure state of re- 
wards and punishments ;”’ and we will leave it to bim- 
self to say, whether they are not as ‘‘civil’? as the good 
Calvinists at Wilton. Nay more, we appeal to him, 
and instance John Calvin, the founder of his sect, and 
challenge Mr. H. to find one man, from the creation to 
the present day, who ever made a confession of the faith 
of Universalism, &c, who ever committed so wicked an 
act, and produced too by his faith, as Calvin in the 
murder of Michael Servetas!!! Here is a fact for bis 
assertion; and until Mr. H. can obviate the force of it, 
we trust modesty will keep him silent / It is but jus- 
tice to Mr. H, to acknowledge that a Calvinist may be 
a better member of society, when he is afraid of future 
punishment, than he is, when, from any circumstance, 
he thinks he can elude the penalty, and sin freely. 
Mr. H. is requested to.notice, that his quotation reads, 
The wrath, &c. is “trevealed from heaven agains unged- 
liness and unrighteousness of men;"? not against the 


men themselves. We inform him, that we believe that

ientious, and obey not the truth; and it will be upon 
them at the time, in this world; nota future state. 
Sin and suffering,and virtue and happiness, arc the cause 
and consequence. We believe the enemies to the cross 
of Christ will be destroyed; and we know of none 
greater than Calvinists, who deny the scriplures, and 
declare in round terms, that Christ did not die for ail 
men, but for only the elect few. If Mr. H.’s denun- 
ciations, and liberal use .of the scriptures, are to be 
taken in the extensive sense he wishes, what will be- 
come of himself? Let him have a fair trial. Univer- 
salists believe, that Christ is the “Saviour of all men.” 
‘That “the tasted death for every man.” Calvinists de- 
ny this. Is this obeying the truth, to deny the truth? 
Mr. H. has marked as a quoiation, and applied to the 
enemies of the eross of Christ, one declaration, which is 
not to be found in the scriptures; namely, **They shall 
be cast into hell, into the fire that shall never be quench- 
ed”? We hope Mr.H.will be more careful in future! Re- 
lative to the second death, Mr. H. will recollect that 
the first death is the death in Adam, and the second 
death is before, not after the death of the body. If he 
dispute this, we pledge ourselves to prove it against all 
und any evidence he can produce to the contrary. 

Mr. H. is reminded, that his quotation from Rev. xiy. 
11. is applied to the worshippers of the beast ; and it is 
added, ** they have no rest day nor night, who worship 
ihe beast and his image.”? Will day and night contin- 
ve for ever in a future state? By looking at the 13th 
chapter, you will learn that the beast is to continue 
In Col. i. 26, the same 
word is translated ages, which it is pretended in this 
place means endless. Universalists believe with the 
prophet, that ‘‘God turneth man to destraction ; and 
sayest, Return, (from destruction) ye children of men.” 

We inform Mr. I]. that he is mistaken, when be says 
that *“*Universalists have no such fears,” &c. Universal- 
ists say with Paul, that they “know,” and they are ‘‘per- 
suaded,” &c. as relates to their endless well-being; but 
the subject here is different. And, although Mr. H. 
says, “‘Every body knows that the earthly Canaan 
was a type of the heavenly,” we know, that it was a 
type of the heavenly peace which is enjoyed by believ- 
ers in this world. ‘‘If he, however, had rather have it 
a type of a future Leaven, let Lim be consistent, and 
make the inhabitants types of the h avenly inhabitants; 
and then be very careful of sending the types to his 
hell! By turning to Num. xiv. he will find the people 
were pardoned—they were only prevented entering the 
Tand of Canasn; nota future heaven.

Mr. H. will please read his bible, and correct his errors; 
and we think he is in duty bound to inform his congre- 
gation that he committed a gross mistake in his quota- 
tion from Heb. iv. by his supply of the word never.— 
Will he add to the book? If so, let him remember, that 
the plagues written will be added unto him! Will he 
produce his anthority for the following?—‘God hath 
sworn in his wrath, that those who do come short of the 
heavenly Canaan shal} suffer, not merely a temporary 
exclusion, but shall never enter into his rest.”
